Both inventions are directed to a field deplovable Wireless network device having a cryptographic module for providing a high level of 



According to applicants claims, a cryptographic module (encryption module) and a communication module (radio transceiver module) 
are removably coupled. Applying a broad reasonable interpretation to the claims, both functionally and structurally, the applied reference. 
Hay et al. anticipates the applicant's invention. In reference to the last office action of 10/22/2009, examiner hereby summarily explains 
Hay's invention and how it anticipates the claims in regards to applicant's argument. 

According to Fig 4 of applicant's disclosure, the housing recited in claim 1 is the module itself. For instance, the first housing is the 
cryptographic module which comprises the crypto processor, the user network interface and a connector. The second housing is the 
communication module which comprises a connector and a network communication interface. Either housing or module is then 
removably connected to each other using one or mor fasteners such as captive screws as recited in Para 75 of applicant's specification.. 
Hay discloses a similar invention. Hay went a step further by enclosing both coupled modules with an housing (outer housing) to protect 
against environmental factors. Within the outer housing, one can reasonably interpret or identify the two housings (encryption module 
and radio transceiver module) coupled together. So. Hay's device is akin to taking the applicant's device and enclosing it within an outer 
shell for nrntectinn anainst environmental factors 
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
